After robbing the horty of about SSO in 


.coin and valuable jewelry, the murderer 
sought to make the tragedy a double one 
by killing the only witness to the deed. 
Guido Xarona. the little nephew of the 
murdered man.,, who had been following 
hi» uncle a -short distance behind. 


The murderer chased the lad for a mile 


and a half over the hills without being 
able to get a shot at him, and then de- 
serted the chase and left toward the 
dense, timber in the direction of the Big 
Basin. 


Xarona, the murdered man. collected 


$80 in this city on Thursday and then left 
for Guadaioupe. 
Last night he started 


on horseback for his home in Almaden, 
with his nephew as companion.

The announcement that convicts in 


San Quentin 
prison have formed an 


organization to assist prisoners to se- 
cure employment after their discharge 
calls attention to the weakest spot in 
the ..scheme of using the prisons as re- 
formatory institutions. In the old days 
a prison was simply a place of punish- 
ment. 
Neither the comfort 
nor the 


morals of the inmates was considered. 
The spirit of the discipline was puni- 
tive and the method of administering- 
1't harsh and rigorous. Society treated 
its erring members as public enemies 
who had placed themselves outside the 
pale of sympathy or hope of resuming 
stations of industrious and law-abiding 
usefulness. "Once a criminal always a 
criminal," was 
an 
axiom of those 


charged with penal administration. 


When wiser views and more humane 


methods began to exert a potent in- 
fluence 
in 
prison 
management, the 


spirit of prison discipline underwent a 
radical change. 
Sound public policy 


and the dictates of humanity 
both 


pointed to the wisdom of reforming 
the convict if possible, while correcting 
his fault. Society is vastly the gainer 
if the 'discharged convict becomes an 
industrious citizen instead of returning 
to criminal pursuits. 
Economically 


'the great stumbling block in the path 
of men who wish to lead honest, indus- 
trious lives after serving a term in pri- 
son. 
When a man wants to do right 


he Is entitled to a fair chance, 
but 


who is to give it to him? 
The prison 


authorities cannot and 
the 
average 


citizen has no,means of telling wheth- 
er the applicant has really reformed or 
is only making a pretense to play up- 
on his sympathies and prey upon his 
kindness.

The officials aim to convince the 
convict that they have no enmity to- 
ward him and desire to treat him as 
kindly as circumstances and the law 
will permit, and they invite the confi- 
dence and co-operation of prisoners in 
creating a healthy public opinion in- 
side the prison walls. 
AH of which 


tends to increase instead of destroying 
self respect,' and to give the convict a 
clearer conception of his true 7'elation 
to society a.nd the material soundness 
oE the old copy book maxim that "Hon- 
esty is the best -policy." 


While our prison management has 


taken a long stride in the direction of 
reforming the convict, it aids him but 
little when he gets outside the prison 
gate. As a rule, his condition Is even 
more forlorn in the outside world than 
that of the man who has not reformed 
and does not intend to reform.. 
The 


latter can readily find boon compan- 
ions of his own sort, and a certain sort 
of pleasure that is vulgar and unmoral, 
if not immoral and actually criminal. 
The man who starts out to do right 
after leaving 
prison is treated with 


contempt and even abuse by the ha- 
bitual criminal class, which is not al- 
together an unmixed evil, though such 
treatment is not calculated to strength- 
en good Intentions when the better ele- 
ments of society 
refuse to give him 


countenance or welcome. 


People do not like to associate with 


the 
ex-convict. 
.Workingmen 
are 


averse to working with him, and fre- 
quently deny him admission 
to their 


unions on one 
pretext 
or 
another. 


Church people often give him the glad 
hand around the altar, but too often 
their interest in his welfare ends at 
the church door. Their concern for his 
soul ca.uses them to overlook the ne- 
cessities of his body. They lose sight 
of the fact that an empty stomach can- 
not be filled with the Ten Command- 
ments, and that a man never needs 
help so tiadly »s when he ~is helpless 
and friendless.

get into prison? 
Society does 
not 


concern itself much about the 
mun 


who has never been a lawbreaker. Why 
should philanthropy expend effort in 
aiding those, who have broken the law, 
rather than those who have 
always 


been honest and industrious, but whom 
sickness or misfortune has reduced to 
straits? 
The man who comes 
out 


of prison is suffering the consequences 
of his own acts, he is paying the pen- 
ally of his own misdeeds. 


Why should he be taken up and pared 


for instead of those who have commit- 
ted no crime? In the abstract this 
presents the aiding of discharged pris- 
oners in the light of discriminating in 


men in misfortune. 13ut .this is a con- 
crete and not an abstract question. As 
a rule, the honest man needs no such 
assistance as is necessary for the dis- 
charged convict. His condition is not 
the same, no matter how badly dis- 
tressed he may be. He is not under 
ban, 
is not shunned and suspected, and 


is not denied the ordinary opportuni- 
ties of earning an honest livelihood. 
He 
is not refused 
employment and 


then jailed because he does not work. 
If he gets a job he is not blackmailed 
by criminals who threaten to reveal 
his wretched history if he doesn't sat- 
isfy the predatory demand. He is not 
under orders to move ou wherever he 
stops, nor served with official notice 
to get out of town under penalty of 
being "pulled." 


There is every reason why society 


should Interest itself in alleviating the 
distress 
of unfortunate 
workingmen 


and in procuring them employment 
w-hen idle. Every man ought to be 
given a fair chance. 
Society wrongs 


itself when it falls to give this, but in 
nothing does it wrong itself more than 
by imaki-ng a social outcast of the man 
who has gone wrong and who has -ex- 
piated his offense, but who desires to 
lead an honest and useful life in future. 
Is it strange that men who a,re treated 
as social outlaws become the enemies 
of society iu earnest? While their evil 
courses inevitably recoil upon 
them- 


selves, society tinds itself 
waging a 


perpetual 
war at enormous 
expense 


aguinst an element that is forever being 
pursued and punished but never erad- 
icated or wholly conquered. It is true 
that crime can never be eliminated, but 
a vast deal of it can be prevented or 
avoided. There will always be a crim- 
inal element In society, but it can be 
reduced to very small proportions.

ment of Dr. Pardee as a Gubernator- 
ial candidate. As nsrainst the admin- 
istration strength all Flint could rely 
upon is the Individual friendships he 
possesses 
over that way and strong 


though these may be, they could not 
possibly cope with the assertive influ- 
ences of the Governor's forces. 


FIGURING ON THE TICKET. 


It can therefore be considered out of 


the Question that the non-appearance 
of the Alameda county members at the 
committee meeting can be attributed 
as a victory for Flint; in fact, it is 
scarcely likely that ho will even claim 
it as such. With that out of the way, 
the next point to be disposed 
of is 


••here will the 
county figure in the 


make-up of the ticket. It is absolutely 
certain that it will demand recognition 
of some sort, and a good many people 
over that way have been desirous of 
securing for it the top notch 
ol' all. 


However, no Governor is likely to come 
from Alamsda. next year, for even with 
Pardee out of the way, W. R. Davis 
.refuses 
to run. It is true 
that W. 


Frank Piercs is ambitious enough to 
want to head the ticket, and it is also 
a fact that both he and some ot his 
close friends are working to that end, 
but their efforts will go for naught, as 
he is not politically strong enough to 
make a State fight. 


And now for a little inside gossip that 


will interest the residents of the Athen- 
ian city. With the desire to thorough- 
ly enlist Alameda county under the ad- 
ministration banner, 
there has 
been 


some reaching out during the past few 
days with the object of getting a thor- 
oughly representative man 
to take a 


place on the ticket with Gage and in 
that way secure the county for him. 
W. R. Davis was the first approached, 
and to him, it is said, the 
offer was 


that ha could have the nomina- 


tion for Tjieuti-nantiGovernor if he de- 
sired. 
Davis, however, declined. 
He 


has not altogether abandoned his am- 
bition to be Governor, and realizing 
that a 
Lieutenant-Governor 
rarely 


reaches that honor, he prefers to re- 
serve his stength until the time comes 
when he can make a winning stuggle 
to be at the top u£ the tree. 


The next proposition advanced was 


to put George W. Reed o£ Oakland on 
the ticket as Attorney-General, but as 
In the case of Davis, a refusal was in 
order. Reed did not desire to get into 
a State tight, even though it was point- 
ed out to him that lie would undoubted- 
ly be elected if he took the nomination, 


With Davis and Reed both out ot the 


way. it is now possible that 
either 


Charles K. Snook or Senator Taylor 
•nay get a chance at the nomination 
for Attorney-General or 
Lieutenant- 


Govornor, for it is realized that they 
are both strong men and In either in- 
stance could line up the county. How- 
ever. nothing has been actually done 
regarding them at present, for there 
are a number of other matters to be 
considered in that connection. 


FORD'S MIXING STRENGTH. 


At.toney-General Ford must not be 


overlooked, for instance. He is an 
earnest 
candidate 
for renonilnation, 


and although it is true that at one tine 
he and the Governor were somewhat at 
outs, the differences were not so griev- 
ous that they could not be adjusted. 
and in any event H 1» not likely that 
the Governor will indulge in personal 
fights as to the make-up of the ticket, 
but will 'rather seek one that will carry 
the greatest strength f<» himself. 
It 


Is plain, too. that. General Ford be- 
come? an important factor for Gover- 
'oor Gage at this particular time. The 
mining counties constitute a very Im- 
portant voting 
element, and on 
Uie 


occasion of the last election Jake Neff 
lined them up for the present admin- 
stration. At thia 
tim«>, however, thp 


reverse is likely to be the case, for the 
breach between Neff and the Governor 
has steadily widened until now it is so 
broad that there Is no possibility of 
•reconciliation. 'It is therefore 
ac- 


knowledged that Neff wfl! stand'solid- 
ly for Flint and also fight Gage, and 
this being so, Ford would be a very 
welcome ally 
in the " administration 


carnp. for his influence in the northern 
counties is fully as great if not greater 
than that'oC the present 
Lieutenant- 


Governor. On these lines/therefore, It 
looks as if, when the slate is made up, 
Ford will be placed upon it-in the in- 
terests of the Gage forces.

THE NEFF RUMPUS. 


Tho 
story 
oC how the differences 


arose 'between The Governor and Neff 
has not heretofore b-:ien common prop- 
erty although ir ihas"been well known 
among 
those .in touch with politics. 


The trouble arose three years ago at 
the inception of ithe Gage administra- 
tion. In making up the committees of 
the Senate, Neff had given the chair- 
manship of the Finance body to Sen- 
ator Smith of; ICern whereas the Gov- 
ernor thought it should go to Dickin- 
son 
of 
Marin. He 
suggested 
thu 


change to Neff on 'the ground that in 
order to properly carry out the admin- 
istration it was necessary to have ev- 
eryone Jn accord with its workings and 
'that 'though he was friendly to Smith, 
still n,s Dickinson 'had formerly been 
chairman of that coirmnittee and had 
carried it out on satisfactory 'lines ihe 
was inclined to think it should go to 
the Marin Senator. 


When the committees were announc- 


ed and it was found that the coveted 
honor had 'been (bestowed upon Dickin- 
son. 
Smith was very wroth. He as- 


sailed Nell' who in turn .passed the buck 
up to 'the Governor. One word lead to 
another and the upshot of the whole 
thing was that Neff and Gage termi- 
nated their friendship and the discord 
has grown stronger ever since. 
Neff, 


however, is an old man and it is .not 
thought that any work he <may do hos- 
tile to the Governor will have 'a very 
serious effect in tile coming campaign 
especially .so if Ford lines up on the 
other 'side -of the fence. 


Before disposing of Alameda county 


matters your correspondent is author- 
ized to announce that Senator Frank 
Leavitt will 'be a candidate to succeed 
himself -in 'the Leg-islature and Is not 
desirous of o'btaining- the nomination 
for State Printer. The story to the ef- 
fect 'that he was seeking a place on the 
ticket has been In circulation for 'some 
time, and has apparently 'been corro- 
borated by the active interest taken by 
Leavltt 'in all matters pentalnilng to the 
State 
printing: office. To apparently 


remain on 'the fence on 'the •proposition 
however 
mteht 
endanger Leavitt's 


prospedts 
to succeed himself in the 


Senate so in order to effectually dis- 
pose of the issue he has now declared 
himself, 


THE LOCAL, FIGHT. 


Although the victory of 'the 
Gage 


forces in San Francisco last Saturday 
has cleared the sky to a. considerable 
extent, the fight 'Is not yet over by any 
means. The Ruef combination >ba.cked 
by the Call and Chronicle -keeps stead- 
ily at work in an effort to obtain con- 
trol of the city, although it 'is ncnv ap- 
parent that the alleged reformers are 
going to 'be checkmated at every turn. 


Colonel Burns himself is not making 


any 
clai-ms as to the .result -but his 


chief lieutenants assert that on August 
the 13th next when the primaries are 
held, Ihe combination forces will carry 
the 
city from one end to the other. 


They 
not 'concede one 


district to Ruef and are even makins 
the claim that theV will 'beat him in his 
own part of town. 


While the victory may not be as de- 


cisive a one as all that, it is now rea- 
sonably evident that the fig'ht is one- 
sided. The action of the State Central 
Committee enables the Tilden organ- 
ization to take a stand as the regular 
representatives 
of 
the 
Republican 


party, an Influence which is bound to 
be felt on the day of election. There 
are scores of voters who pay no at- 
tention -whatever to factional disputes, 
but simply await the issuance of a 
party ticket and then vote it, and all 
of this element will be for the regular 
nominees. Then, again, all the forces 
which control the practical politics of 
San Francisco are lined up on one side 
as against the pseudo-reform league on 
the 
other, and 
Ruef's 
organization 


being a new one cannot hope to perfect 
itself in so short a time in a way that 


be able to vie with the old-time 
wl 
workers. 


. THE LOS ANGELES END. 


With San Francisco in line and Ala- 


meda county in a satisfactory condi- 
tion, the only chief fight remaining- for 
the Governor will be in Los Angeles. 
General Otis will espouse the cause of 
Flint as against Gage, and the San 
Benito Senator will also be backed by 
Bulia, Valentine and the Bard forces 
in 
general. 
Some 
people have ex- 


pressed uurprise that Valentine would 
be found In the" opposition camp and 
many do not believe that he will stay 
there. It Is, however, rumored that he 
is hostile to the Governor because, al- 
though he, Valentine, introduced 
the 


bill creating the Paris Commission, he 
was not accorded a place upon it for 
any of his political friends.' 


The statement by the Examiner dur- 


ing the present week that Judge Mc- 
K.lnley of !Los Angeles would be a can- 
didate for Supreme Court Justice, and 
would tie. up with Gage on those lines 
was regarded as a singularly import- 
tint one by local politicians, for should 
such be the case it might mean another 
.strong opposing element in Los Angeles 
county. Judge 
Lncien 
Shaw of Lo.s 


Angeles has been for over a year past 
avowedly a candidate for Supreme Jus-'' 
lice, and although It Is true that Mc- 
Kinley sought the honors before him, 
still, having declared hmself-a candi- 
date, he would .not be inclined to stand 
asicte in his neighbor's favor. 
Now, 


Judge -Shaw:is: a very strong man. m 
the southern county,, >He Js an excel- 


lent organizer and an able politician, aa 
has been shown in the way he has al- 
ways handled his own fight. A Gage- 
McKinley combination 
would, there- 


fore,(mean forcing Shaw into the Flint 
camp, thus g-lving a powerful ally to 
the opposition. 
. 


All this, however, will, It is said, be 


avoided, for those who claim to know 
what they are talking- about say that 
McKinley will not be a candidate for 
the Supreme Bench, and that Gage will 
not in any wa.y stand in the path of 
Judge Shaw, but will aid him rather 
than otherwise. With Shaw on Gage's 
side, the administration would be'.ih a 
much stronger shape down that way, 
and the Gage people hope that sucn 
will be the order of things Curing the 
ckmpaign. 


SHORT A POSSIBILITY. 


Judge Frank Short pf Fresno, who is 


now here in connection with the Hite 
case, has been mentioned a good deal 
of laite as a candidate 
for Governor, 


and Is, in:Iact, being boomed for that 
honor by the papers in his part of the 
State. 
In view of the fact that he is 


prominent upon a number of the com- 
missions appointed by the present Gov- 
ernor, -surprise has been 
manifested 


that Short would become a 
candidate 


against the administration, and some 
mutual friends have taken occasion to 
question him on the subject. In reply, 
he denies being what could be termed 
a candidate for Governor, though he 
admits that there are conditions that 
might possibly put him in the fight. As 
right upon the heels of this comes the 
story from 
the south that 
Speaker 


Pendleton is also a Gubernatorial prob- 
ability, it looks as if a shrewd game 
Is to be playsd during the next few 
months. 


By putting 
such popular 
men as 


Short 
and Pendleton into 
the field, 


many of thr elements that might other- 
wise tie up with Flint would go to them 
and in this way the candidacy of the 
San Benito Senator would be weakened. 
It can be seen that it will be' a much 
better proposition for Gage to go Into 
convention with half 
a dozen candi- 


dates in the field than simply one, for 
all the administration 
strength 
and 


that of the party organization will go 
to him in any event, whereas, instead 
of all the opposition being centered on 
one man, it would be split up if several 
candidates were in the field. It can be 
considered, therefore, in the interest of 
the Governor to have friendly candi- 
dates in sections where Flint might 
secure delegation*, for In that way he 
would split up the strength of his chief 
opponent and would not be injuring 
himself. 


DODGE FOR THE DEMOCRATS. 
As for the Democrats, it is now con- 


sidered a moral 
certainty 
that the 


nomination will go to 
Washington 


Dodge, Assessor of 
this city. Many 


people 
have always entertained 
the 


idea that Dodge Is the program candi- 
date for Mayor to succeed Phelan, but 
those acquainted with the way the tide 
is running- are satisfied that such 
not the case. Dodge Is already hard at 
work throughout the State, and even 
at this early date has effe.cted combi- 
nations that seem certain to secure for 
him the Democratic nomination. 


In this regard, it must not be forgot- 


ten that the Democracy suffers from a 
lack of Gubernatorial timber 
at this 


time. 
Senator Seawell of Mendocino, 


who was for a long 
time the 
most 


prominent candidate, is in a condition 
of health that will not permit his mak- 
ng a State campaign; former Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Jeter, who was also con- 
sidered a possibility, is in like shape, 
for although his health has improved 
considerably of late, lie 'does not desire 
to place so severe a tax upon it; Henry 
of San Jose is considered too old, and 
Simms of Santa Rosa, too young, and 
so on down the list of those mentlo-ne*4 


for the head of the minority ticket. It 
is true that in some quarters a sugges- 
tion has been advanced 
to give the 


nomination to Superior Judge Lawlor 
of this city on the score that his per- 
sonal popularity and clever organizing 
power would make him a formidable 
candidate for any Kepublican. 
Judge 


Lawlor, however, is so 'much 
in love 


with his work on the bench that he de- 
clines to enter into outside active poli- 
tics, an.d it is not likely that he will 
be heard from as a candidate for any 
office other than the one he now holds 
until such a time as the opportunity 
presents itself for him to run for Su- 
preme Justice. 


This, therefore, makes the road clear 


for Dodfi-R, and he Is being backed by 
the Goulds, Alfords, McNabs, Phelans 
and other such elements in the party. 
They expect to make a big run with 
him on the lines that his assessment 
record in San Francisco entitles him to 
the confidence of the public, but they 
seem to be overlooking the fact that 
Governor Gaga 
can effectually offset 


him in .that regard by the superb way 
he has handled 
the State finances. 


Howevqr, it is as well that there is to 
be no walkover 
for either side, for 


nothing does a State so much good as 
to get the thorough shaking up it se- 
cures during a lively campaign.

several thousand dollars. 
He made his 


money in mining in Trinity county. Some 
tfme ago he converted his mining proper- 
ty into cash and'came vo tills city \,o re- 
side. Prior to his death he resided at the 
home of Mrs. 13, E. Walker, whose young 
daughter 
Blanche caused considerable 


comment about two years ago by marry- 
ing aged Joseph Botirdman, the million- 
aire land owner, 


For several mouths Pelletreau resided 


harmoniously at the home of Mrs, Wal- 
ker. "White there he had a will drawn by 
Attorney*' George W. Baker, leaving to 
Mrs. Walker S750 to compensate her for 
the care and attention she gave him. In 
the will one of the sons was cut oft with 
a bequest of $5. 


.Later trouble arose between Pelletreau 


and Mrs. Walker. U has been tnt.matec1 
that the trouble was caused by an effort 
on the part of. Mrs. Walker to marry her 
eldest daughter to the aged mining man, 
who was then 77 years of age, and reput- 
ed to have considerable money. 


At all events, ill feeling sprang up be- 


tween 
Pelletreau 
and 
Mrs. Walker, 


Shortly before he died Pelletreau made 
an affidavit in which he stated thai? Mil 
lionaire Board man and his young wife 
were to figure in divorce proceedings, ow- 
ing to the Interference o£ his mother-in- 
law. 


About a week before Pelletreau died his 


sons Alexander and Gilbert arrived from 
Trinity county and removed their father 
from Mrs. Walker's home to a sanita- 
rium. Pelletreau transferred his bank ac- 
count to his son Gilbert, and then drew 
a will leaving his estate to his four child- 
ren equally. 


After his trouble with Mrs. Walker, 


Pelletreau changed his mind about the 
bequest of $750. he had intended to leave 
her.

' Makes Some Good

Regarding the wires on the streets, 


City Electrician George Carleton has 
made the following; statement: 


"I have long been considering that 


subject and did at one time think of 
making a report to the Council in re- 
gard to the matter. On second thought 
I found that I could make the report 
verbally and do my utmost to remedy 
the evil which now exists by restrict- 
ing the strutchi'ng of -wires. 


"We have altogether too many wires 


stretched over the houses of the city, 
and I have often wondered that there 
were no more accidents resulting there- 
Crorn 
than there are at the present 


time. In all the buildings in 'the prin- 
cipal portion of the city we have wires 
numbering- up to the hundreds spread- 
ing in all directions, and many of them 
carry -power enough to literally burn a 
man up. Bdison_has stated that BOO 
volts are sufficient to kill a. man, and 
wo 
have 'wires carrying- much more 


power than that. 


"In addition to the live wires 'Which 


stretch 
everywhere, 
there are any 


number of dead wires which ihave been 
put up for systems which have failed 
because of lack of funds. 


"All 
this makes the city unsightly as 


well 
a.s dangerous. An effort should 


be .made in the closely populated por- 
tions_of Ihe city to have all wires laid 
underground. This 
is being done in 


.some instances, 1>ut H could 'be carried 
out 
more fully. The Council should 


not grant franchise to stretch wires 
over the houses, fo.r legally they have 
no right to grant franchises .over pri- 
vate residences."

Adhere to Original Story. 


This story was tuid by the members 


of the Fosburgh 
family, and it has 


never been departed from in any es- 
sential detail. 
Miss Bertha Sheldon 


gave full corroboration. It must also 
be rernem'bered thait the story was first 
told In iless than five 'ma'nutes after the 
tragedy. 


Bells were rung. 
The 
alarm was 


sp.read in every possible manner, and 
in less than two lioura 1,500 men, or- 
ganized into parties, were 
searching 


for 
the 
burglars. 
This 
organized 


search was continued for three days. 
About 300 yards from the house were 
found a pair of Robert S. Fosburgh's 
trousers, a pair of socks belonging to 
him, and a pillow slip so torn or cut 
as to perrnint its use as a mask. In 


the house was found a patent-leather 
shoe, supposed to. have 
belonged to 


one of the .burglars. 


So great was the 
interest in the 


search for the murderer that Governor 
W. Murray Crane, who 
lives in the 


adjoining town of Dalton, personally- 
visited the scene and held many con- 
ferences with Chief of Police Nichol- 
son and thf. officers of the state de- 
tective force. He. also offered a large 
personal reward 
for the capture of 


the criminals. 


At first no one cast doubt upon the 


story told by the members of the Fos- 
burgh . family. 
Within 
thirty-six 


hours, however, Chief, of Police Nich- 
olson rejected the theory that burg- 
lars killed May Fosburgh, 
He shared 


his'opinion with two 
detectives be- 


longing to the force 'of Massachusetts 
state detectives, anil with District At- 
torney Gardner. 


In this''trial John Nicholson, chief 


of police of Pitlsfifild, is the real pros- 
ecutor. 
Because 
of the 
persistency 


with which he has followed up the 
case Nicholson has made many ene- 
mies, even some of his life-long friends 
having turned agair.st him. 
But the 


man cares naught. With the tenacity 
of a bulldog he has pursued his inves- 
tigations and has said 
nothing—and 


right there is where .the real feature of 
the case lies. 


Mr. Nicholson is a 
peculiar man, 


possessing more brains than arc to be 
found under the cap of the ordinary 
country police official. 
He is a typi- 


cal Yankee, 
shrewd 
and 
sound of 


sense. 
If he is in any manner weak, 


it may be that he shows it most in 
that vein of cynical suspicion which 
first caused him to doubt the stories- 
told 
by her 
family of the circum- 


stances surrounding the death of May 
Fosburgh. 


The chief of police has forced his own 


way upward in the world from a most 
humble origin. He is. now a power in 
this little city and in the county. Pos- 
sessing the full confidence of his neigh- 
bors, many of whom: .have known him 
since he was a lad., Mr. Nicholson has 
caused a prejudice to rise in the public 
mind against Robert Fosburgh by the 
insinuations that are carried in his si- 
lence. They believe in him, do these 
people of Berkshire. t 


The grand.jury .toofcup the consider- 


ation of'the case1 last' January and an 
indictment was 
found against Robert 


StewG.rt Fo.-burgh, charging him with 
manslaughter. 
In her new grief, his 


mother said: "My son <is either guilty 
or innocent. 
If guilty the 
crime is 


murder, not manslaughter, 
and his 


father and I must share his guilt. Why 
were we not all indicted?" 


This case has been Chief Nicholson's 


ca,se. He is the prosecutor. If he is 
right, he will deserve great credit for 
his shrewdness; if he is -wrong, he, and 
almost he alone, must stand the, revul- 
sion of feeling that will go against him 
from thousands of people who all along 
have openly charged him with persecu- 
tion.

Certain 
circumstances 
known to 


Chief Nicholson led him to think twice 
of the story that burglars killed May 
Fosburgh. In his mind there was just 
a shadow of doubt until the afternoon 
of the day 
following 
the shooting, 


| when a conversation, said to have 
taken 
place between the Fosburghs, 


father snd tson, was repeated to hi-m 
A telegram 
had summoned Esther 


home, but the child- had not been told 
of the tragedy. At the railroad station 
she was met by her father and brother. 
Esther sprang into the outstretched 
arms of her 
father, crying: "Papa, 


papa, what has happened?" 


At the station was the usual number 


of loafers. A crowd began to gather, 
and Robert, fearing lest 
his sister 


should have the terrible truth revealed 
to her by a stranger, took the child 
from his father's embrace. As he did 
so, he said to her, it is said, in tones 
that iwere almost a whisper: 


"It's nothing, Esther. Don't worry. 


Father and I had a quarrel last night, 
and before we thought we hurt each 
othar."

This alleged remark was overheard 


and was repeated to Chief Nicholson. 
Then that officer 
began working on 


different lines. 


Every effort had been made to ap- 


prehend the burglars. The country of 
Berkshire was beaten over foot by foot. 
Neighboring towns and cities were no- 
tified and a network of police was set, 
but no -burglars felT"into it. To himself 
Chief Nicholson said: "There was no 


j burglar." 
/

The pillow slip which had been found 


in the road belonged to the Fosburghs, 
so it was alleged. The slits that had 


j been made for the eyes would ill serve 
that purpose, at best. If slightly dis- 
arranged 
the pillow slip would com- 


pletely blind the wearer, and might be 
used to choke him. That was the sec- 
ond step after the conversation at the 
railroad Station. 


Why were the trousers and socks be- 


longing to Robert Fosburgh carried so 
far from the house? And burglars sel- 
dom iwear patent leather shoes. 


It had been told by the Fosburghs, 


that two of the burglars vaulted over 
the porch railing to the ground. Chief 
Nicholson "was able to find only one 


distinct pair of footprints where these 
men were said 
to have struck the 


ground. 


From the unoccupied room through 


which the burglars are said to have 
passed twice the only articles missing 
was a revolver 
belonging to Robert 


Fosburgh,- Measurements and angles 
were taken, and by these Chief Nichol- 
son convinced . himself that the two 
shots -were not fired as the members of 
the Fosburgh family had described. 


Dr. Schofleld and Medical Examiner 


Paddock asserted that the bullet which 
caused the death of May Fosburgh 'had 
been fired from a revolver held almost 
against her breast. This was in con- 
tradiction .of the story told by Robert 
Fosburgh, his father, mothea', and sis- 
ter Beatrice. 


Chief Nicholson found witnesses who 


told him that they had been aroused 
by the sound of a quarrel In the Fos- 
burgh 
home. They told him that

' Qne thing seems to be unimpeach- 
able, and that is if the story the Fos- 
burgh family tell Is untrue, the char- 
acter of each member of the family 
changed during the moment the flash 
of the revolver lighted up the room. 
.. Robert Fosburgh freely admits.that 
he spoke to his sister Esther, as has 
been reported to Chief Nicholson. His 
words, he says, were the product of the 
moment, when lie was trying to save 
the child from too great a shock. 


Mr. Fostiurgh has also able counsel 


in Charlea E. Hibhard, who asserts his 
ability to more than combat Chief 
Nicholson at every point. Besides Mr.
